Perot Would 
Buy Freedom 
of Prisoners

WASHINGTON AP - H. 


Ross Perot, the Texas billion- 
aire who failed in getting two 
plane loads 01 supplies to Amer- 
ican prisoners held by North 
Vietnam, has come up with an- 
other unusual plan— $100 million 
offer to buy the captives' free- 
dom. 


Perot said Sunday he had 


made the offer, similar to the 
tractor deal made with Cuba for 
release of the Bay of Pigs pris- 
oners, in a cable last week to 
North Vietnamese Prime Minis- 
ter Pham Van Dong. 


Until release of the prisoners 


is worked out, Perot further of- 
fered to supply everything need- 
ed to run the prisoner of war 
camps. And to sweeten the pot, 
he offered similar nonmllltary 
goods for needy North Viet- 
namese civilians. 


He told of his offer on "Issues 


and Answers," an ABC televi- 
sion Interview program. 


Later Perot said he wished 


the $100 million figure, which he- 
stated In an answer to panelist's 
question, had not "gone out over 
television." 


But he insisted he- would do 


anything he could to get the 
men freed. 


"Cost Is not the key Issue," 


Perot said at a later news 
conference. "The key Issue Is 
will the North Vietnamese begin 
talking—Is there something they 
need more than the men." 


The offer Perot made to Ha- 


noi was "to build needed facili- 
ties and supply food, medicine, 
or other Items needed by the 
North Vietnamese people In ex- 
change for the release of prison- 
ers ofwar." 


"If these proposals are not ac- 


ceptable to you," Peiot cabled 
Pham, "surely (here Is some 
basis on which you will agree to 
work directly with the people of 
the United States, allowing us to 
exchange items badly needed by 
the North Vietnamese people for 
these prisoners."

The process is known as 
arbitration and offers an in- 
expensive and speedy alter- 
native to taking the argu- 
ment to court. 


Let's assume, for example, 


that a contractor has just 
completed an addition to 
your home. The final 51,000 
C 


ayment is due on the job, 
ut you and the contractor 


are smack in the middle of a 
disagreement over the ade- 
quacy of the foundation. 


You think it's faulty; he 


thinks it's fine—and he wants 
the rest of his money. 


If neither of you will give 


way, the result is apt to be a 
civil suit with all the atten- 
dant delays, legal fees and 
court appearances. But if 
both of you can agree to the 
method, you can settle the 
matter by arbitration. 
„ 


The bulk of arbitration 


work 
is handled by the . 


American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation, which has offices in 
major cities across the coun- ' 
try. It maintains a panel of 
some 16,000 men ana women 
who stand ready to serve as 
arbitrators. 


The AAA's fees are based 


on a sliding scale and geared 
to the amount of money in 
contention. M a n y 
simple 


cases are settled for less 
than $100, with the money 
going to admlriigtcr the op- 
eration. Arbitrators w o r k 
without pay. 
\ 


To sec how U works, let's 


go back to our example of 
the addition to your home. 
Your first step is to convince 
the contractor to accept arbi- 
tration as a fair solution, 
(An easier way would haye 
been a clause In the con.* 
tract specifying that any dis- 
pute go to arbitration.) ' 


On forms supplied by the 


AAA, you outline Ihe dispute 
and the amount of money at 
issue. You then receive a list 
of arbitrators experienced in 
r e s i d e n t i a l construction. 
Each party numbers them in 
sequence 'according to his 
preference and from the lists 
the AAA chooses a man to 
hear the case. 


A hearing date is then set, 


and you each are offered a 
chance to present your side 
of the case. If it seems nec- 
essary, the arbitrator may 
even'visit the site of the 
work. When he is satisfied 
as to the facts, he closes the 
hearing.
